The natural result would bo all wan(icr Up to 
sorts of wild proceedings which would but cxccpt to 
soon, lead to reaction and closing of any 
executive body elected by such suffrage. 


IGNORANT OF HIS COUNTRY. 


"What would seem first to be needed 


in such an assembly is a body of men 
who can .give information to the czar 
ro-ntfding^his own country. Such infor- 
mation ho lacks and cannot have under 
tho system which haa been in vogue 
since "ho came to the throne. He knows 
next to nothing of Russia, has had no 
proper education for his duties and has 
therefore been utterly dependent on the 
members of his family, 
courtiers and 


favorite advisers who happened to get 
access to his ear. There is no denying 
that the constitution foreshadowed in 
the reports which have come to us thus 
far is very imperfect. First of all, ab- 
solute autocracy remains. There is no 
guarantee for carrying out what there 
is of good in the system, save the czar's 
word, and that, it must be confessed, 
lias not proved to be thus far a thing on 
which those who have received it can 
rely very firmly. 


SHUNS THE BEST MEN. 


"If he would stand by his best men, 


such, for example, as Mr. Witte, 
in 


financial affairs, and Do Martens in in- 
ternational affairs, we might hope for 
very great improvement. 
Unfortunately 


there is DO- certainty that the same in- 
fluence which haa been so fatal to Rus- 
sia thus far in the keeping of these men 
in the background will not be equally 
powerful in the future. 


OUTLINES THE PERILS. 


"The great dangers in the 
proposed 


parliament are probably two. First, dis- 
sessions among liberal Russians them- 
selves, arising from the fact -that there 
has never been any discussion of publie 
questions either through the press or 
through meetings. The result of this is 
that each thinking Russian develops his 
own ideas, with no opportunity to com- 
pare them with those of anybody else, 
or to submit them to any proper discus- 
sion, and. so virtually believes they are 
divinely-inspired and abhors anyone who 
takes a different view. 


"Tho other main danger is that the 


autocratic power may fit any time, eith- 
er alarmed by such discussion or under 
pretext of danger of them, close 
tho 


whole proceedings and restore the old 
order of things. 


Still, we may hope that these conces- 


sions recently made may at any rate 
make it more difficult for the czar, the 
grand dukes and tho court party in gen- 
eral to restore tho old order, and may 
afford opportunities for bringing in n, 
constitution which shall give really more 
chance for the thinking men throughout 
tho empire to take some part in publie 
affairs."

PORTSMOUTH, X. H., Aug. 24.—The 


following authoritative 
statement has 


been made explaining tlic Russian posi- 
tion with regard to the latest stage of 
the peace negotiations. 


"Statements have appeared in promi- 


nent American and English pnpors which 
while eloquent, studiously moderate and 
well intentioned, are unhappily caicula-. 
ted to mislead the world as to the pros- 
pects of peace and the general character 
of Japan's so-called new proposal 
with 


which it is contended Russia can close 
without loss of dignity. The regrettable 
mistake into which the 
representatives 


of those jonrnul.s have undoubtedly fall- 
en is obviously the result of misleading 
data leavened with real but secondary 
facts. 


NEW OXI.Y IX FORM. 


"Thus, it is quite true, as those pa- 


pers predicted, that the envoys of Ja- 
pan came forward at today's sitting with 
a proposal which was new in form but 
old in substance. It is equally true that 
that proposal lacks (he two contentious 
clauses stipulating that Kussia shall sur- 
render to Japan her disarmed warships 
and limit her naval strength on the Pa- 
cific, and that it reduces the differences 
between the two powers to the compass 
of what is in appearance a single i]iicft- 
tion, the sale of .Sakhalin. 


"Seemingly, therefore, Japan has ilso 


struck her pen through the most obnox- 
ious clause of all that deals with in- 
demnity and all that she now asks Rus- 
sia to do in addition to the terms al- 
ready agreed upon is to purchase the 
northern half of Sakhalin for a sum of 
one milliard and zwo hundred million 
yon, 
or SiMO.OOO.OOO. 
And this alleged 


simplification of terms is supposed to 
provide Russia with an acceptable basis 
for a peace treaty. 
At first sight the 


nfi'er may perhaps seem new to some, 
but a closer examination will show it to 
be in all essentials identical with the 
nropor-al already n.jocted 
by Russia's 


plenipotentiaries,

Russia, on 
the contrary, has conceded freely and 
fully everything she could give consist- 
ently with her sense of national honor 
and dignity. Hence, what to Japan is 
but a matter of money is to Russia, a 
point of honor. 
To withdraw the cash 


claim is therefore immeasurably easier 
to Japan than it would be for Russia 
to allow it. Russia has suffered reverses 
Owing to her ow:i lack of organization, 
her unpreparedness and her internal dis- 
orders, but she is still a mighty and un- 
conqnered nation, whose people will en- 
thusiastically uphold their 
representa- 


tives in their firm resolve to keep the 
national escutcheon immaculate. What- 
ever also may be affirmed or denied of 
them, that is true. They nlone arc the 
judges of what can and can not be done 
in Russia's nnmp. If, therefore, the ef- 
forts of American 
friends 
are to be 


crowned with success, if the labors of 
the conference are not to end in smoke 
and if the effusion of blood in the far 
cast is to be terminated, it behooves Ja- 
pan to make a frank declaration that 
she withdraws once for all and without

FINAL STEP 


FOR PEACE 


President to Propose Arbitra- 


tion of Purchase Price 


of Sakhalin. 


Regarded as Last Appeal—JM. Witte, Recipient 


of Long Message to That Effect—Russia 
Once More Emphasizes Statement That 


No Indemnity Will Be Paid. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 24.—The cor- 


respondent of Reuters Telegram 
com- 


pany was today authorized by 
Count 


LamsdorfT, the foreign minister to state 


ofliciully and in the most formal manner, 
that Russia will pay Japan no contribu- 
tion direct or indirect nor will it make 
any cession of territory whatever. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 24.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's moves to save the peace 
conference are following each other in 
quick succession. He is now believed to 
nave taken a new step, possibly cnc nnal 
one, in tlie shape of a last appeal to both 
sides to leave the question of the pur- 
chase price of the northern half of the 
island of Sakhalin to arbitrament of a 
board of commission. 
Final arbitration 


has liecn in the president's mind from the 
beginning. 
This, however, is sin infer- 


ence from what is actually known to 
have taken 
place 
last night and this 


morning. 
He sent to 31. Wittc during 


the night a long message without doubt 
outlining the new step lie had resolved 
upon. Presumably this message was pre- 
pared after tiic questioner had received 
the account of Ambassador Meyer's au- 
dience with the emperor at Peterhof yes- 
terday. It would seem to follow logical- 
•Jy Hint Mr. Meyers' reply was not satis- 
factory and therefore necessitated 
an- 


other 
appeal not to allow a mere ques- 


tion of money to stand in the way of, 
peace and to .suggest a new form of com- 
promise for the point still at issue. The 
message of the president reached Asflis- 
tant Secretary Peirco and was placed in 
the hands of JJnron I)e Rosen at an early 
hour today. 


POSSIBLY REPLY FROM CZAR? 


After ho had consulted with M. Witte 


the proposition was placed in 
Russian 


code and dUpatched to PetorliofT. A re- 
ply to the president was delivered to As- 
sistant Secretary Poirce at 0:30 this 
morning. 
Whether it was a response 


from Peterhof 
is not known. It may 


only have been a message from M. Witte 
giving hi.s views of the now step propos- 
ed by tlie president. 
At any rate the 


summons to Mr. Peircc to receive it was 
an urgent one. Mr. I'circe* was with 31. 
Witte and Baron DC Rosen twenty-five 
minutes. 
Tho message given him was 


immediately placed in the state depart- 
ment cipher and it should reach Oyster 
Bay and bo deciphered this afternoon.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 24.—The 


personality of President Roosevelt looms 
larger and larger in 
the 
crisis. 
He 


stands between the warring countries in- 
sisting that the peace conference .shall 
not fail. Had not he stepped into 
tlie 


breach, the conference probably would 
already have gone to pieces. Such hopes 


f ae remain that it will end in peace and 


•a treaty rest upon him. 


The serength of the president's propo- 


sition is that he commands the confi- 
dence of both sides. He has already ac- 
complished much in using his good oflices 
to impress on each side the necessity of 
mutual concession, and both sides have 
already yielded a great iloal to his per- 
suasion. Only a ningle point still sepa- 
rates them, but it is, as it has be-on from 
the beginning, the mix. 


THE PRESIDENT'S PROPOSITION1. 
It was Mr. 
Koospvolt's 
compromise 


proposition 
which 
Bai-on Komura for- 


mally presented nt yesterday's meeting, 
in which Japan agreed to entirely with- 
draw articles 10 and 11 (surrender of in- 
terned .warships and limitation ot Rus- 


sia's rival force in the far east) and to 
substitute for articles 5 nucl 0 (cession 
of Sakhalin and indemnity) a new arti- 
cle providing 
for an 
arrangement by 


which Japan should get legal title to tho 
southern half of Sakhalin, whicli she pos- 
sessed before the treaty of 1975, while 
Russia should redeem or repurchase her 
title to the northern half of the island 
for 1,200,000,000 yon, or 
$000,000,000. 


'While it is Mr. Roosevelt's proposition 
in substance, tho Associated Press is in- 
formed that as offered yesterday it va- 
ries slightly from tho terms of the com- 
promise as tho president suggested it to 
both sides, lu exactly what particular 
cannot be ascertained. 
Russia, ifc can 


be stateji, while rejecting the compro- 
mise because it included remuneration 
for cost of the war under another name, 
was willing, and indeed ottered to divide 
the island of Sakhalin by not only re- 
storing the status quo existing before 
the treaty of 1875, but to delimit the 
frontier and forever renounce all claim 
to the southern half. 


INDEMNITY A STONE WALL. 


With articles 10 and 11 out of the way 


by Japanese recession, and article 5 set- 
tled by compromise the only thing which 
remained was the indemnity, which has 
been a stone wall across the path of a 
complete agreement. Under the finan- 
cial head, Russia offers to pay liberally 
for the maintenance of Russian prison- 
ers in Japan. Her cession of the Chinese 
Eastern railroad also will place a tidy 
sum in the Japanese exchequer, but fur- 
ther than that 3Ir. Wittc has as yet no 
instructions to follow. 


So tho situation stood when the con- 


ference adjourned until Saturday.

But the president did not surrender.

PERSONAL MESSAGE TO CXAR. 
It ran be stated now with absolute 


positivi'iicss that it wns the president's 
personal message to Emperor Nicholas 
yesterday delivered to his majesty hi 
person by Air. Meyer which wns commu- 
nicated to Mr. Witte and Barou Roeeu 


Tuesday afternoon at the navy yard. 
The president desired that the Russian 
plenipotentiaries should be advised of 
the step contemplated and that they, as 
it is understood, approved of it, is sig- 
nificant in tho extreme. President Roose- 
velt until Tuesday had confined himself 
to communicating with Mr. Witte and 
Baron Komura. His role was unofficial. 
He had not put himself in direct com- 
munication with St. Petersburg and To- 
kio. Now he has made his appeal, per- 
sonally as the head of one state to the 
head of another, to Emperor Nicholas. 
If it has failed, there still remains a 
last appeal to the emperor of Japan. 


SIGNIFICANT INCIDENT. 


Today, superficially, at least, there is 


a pause. Mr. Wittc and Baron Rosen 
were oir at 10 o'clock in an automobile, 
announcing that they were going to 
Magnolia to lunch with Baroness Rosen 
at the Russian enibassy. They expected 
to return tonight, but they might stay 
over until tomorrow. 
A little incident 


occurred just before they left which 111:13' 
or may not be significant. 
Mr. Peirce 


the assistant secretary of state, was has- 
tily telephoned for and came to the ho- 
tel at 0:20. He was with Mr. Witte for 
25 minutes. Then they left. Mr. Peirce 
dismissed the visit with the explanation 
that it was only to make arrangements 
about the trip of Mr. Wittc and Baron 
dc Rosen. 
But 25 minutes is rather a 


long,time and there is a suspicion that 
Mr. Witte delivered to Mr. Peirce a com- 
munication for the president. 


HAD TALK WITH JAPS. 


There is a report which can not be 


absolutely confirmed that late last night 
Baron Komura and Mr. Takaliira were 
at the navy yard. If this is true it is 
possible that the president had some 
communication with them after hearing 
from Mr. Meyer. It seems that the so- 
called protocol signed 
at 
yesterday's 


session of tlie conference were not proto- 
cols at all in the proper sense of the 
word. They were simply what in diplo- 
macy are called the "proces verbal" or 
minutes of the meetings. Iu Russia they 
are called "protocols," and as the Rus- 
sian secretary made the announcement, 
the word employed lod to a misunder- 
standing. As the conference had sat on 
seven different days when seven of the 
protocols had been signed, four yester- 
day and three previously, the hasty con- 
clusion was drawn that Iw: meant the 
protocols of seven articles only had been 
signed. 


CAN GO NO FURTHER. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Aug. 24.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt 
is 
awaiting 
develop- 


ments in the pending negotiations for 
peace. Beyond his direct appeal to Em- 
peror Nicholas of Russia he does not 
feel that he can go further at this time. 
There are reasons for tho 
statements 


that the president has also made some 
representations to tlie 
Tokio 
govern- 


ment, but whether they were made di- 
rect to the Japanese 
emperor is 
not 


known. No confirmation of the report, 
however, is obtainable. Acting Secreta- 
ry Barnes said today that Ambassador 
Meyers' report of his a.udiencc with Em- 
peror Nicholas c.ablccl yesterday from St. 
Petersburg had not been received. 


It is expected that the president will 


send some one to Magnolia to communi- 
cate direct with Mr. Witte and Baron 
De Rosen during their stay there.

No confirmation is obtainable here of 


the report that Emperor William nnd

HAD A PROSPEROUS YEAR 


Baiiy Jntprcsts ot Kcnosha County in a 


Fl'inrlshlne- Condition. 


Says the Kouosha News: 
This is the 


time of year for statistics, and County 
Clerk Crosby is being kept busy prepar- 
ing annual reports for the secretary of 
state of the various interests of the coun- 
ty. 


The report of the county clerk shows 


that there are now nineteen creameries 
in the county, having n. value of §42.000. 
All of these save two arc now iu work- 
ing order. The ereamory at Brighton is 
not in operation on acount of the fact 
that it is a bone of contention among 
its owners, anri the creamery at Paris 
Corners was recently destroyed by fire 
and for Hiis reason is temporarily out of 
business. 
iFowe.ver, this creamery will 


be rebuilt lit once, nml within another 
month it will be receiving milk again. 


It is a strange fnt-t that the report 


shows that not a single pound of cheese 
was mndo. in any of tho Koriosha creamer- 
ies during the year, and the managers of 
these plants state that this is due to the 
fact that more money is to be made in 
the production of butter. 


There are 747 farmers dealing with tlie 


different Keuoshn couuty cremneries, nnd 
those, farmers own 9,030 cows. During 
tho year just past these farmers delivered 
to the creamery the vnst amount of 32,- 
S31.153 pounds of milk, and from this 
milk the creameries turned out 1,415,243 
pounds of butter. 
Tlie detailed reports 


of the creameries show that this product 
was sold for $311,250.47. 


The. amount of milk produced and not 


sold to creameries is estimated at 037,- 
001 pounds. The farmers in the county 
are, still making butter for themselves, 
and during the }-ear there were 1I,(J75 
pounds of dairy butter made 
in 
tho 


county. This butter was mostly used iu 
the homes of the farmers, as little of it 
is offered for sale iu the stores in the 
villages and iu Kenoslia.

Corliss were in an ugly clash yesterday 
morning and as a result Axel Beck and 
Frank Mabuke, union men, were arrest- 
ed and arraigned in the municipal court, 
on charge of assaulting A. 3. Ersted, non- 
union. Both of the accused men pleaded 
not guilty and their cases were adjourned 
to August 29, bonds for their appearance 
being fixed at $50. Business Agent Wil- 
son of the Machinists' union was in court 
and took care of the interests of the two 
men, putting up $100 cash as bail. 


There \vas exhibited in court a large 


iron bolt with a nut on the end. It was 
stated that this weapon was taken away 
from Ersted, the man who made 
the 


complaint. The prisoners made the state- 
ment that Ersted walked up to their tent 
and when asked what he wanted, pulled 
the bolt and said that he was going to 
beat the union men with it. 


It is alleged that the union gentlemen 


would not stiind for that ami that they 
lit on Mr. Ersted and pounded him and 
at the same time got the iron bolt. 


Attorneys have been engaged and a 


fight will be made on the ground that 
Ersted intended to brain the two union 
men with the iron and that they acted in 
self-defense. 
This is the first clash of 


any consequence in several weeks. 


The strike is still on at the Brown-

address at the dinner which followed tin 
conference at the Baton Rouge deten* 
tion camp, that it was more difficult t<t 
stamp out the 
fever in New Orleans 


than in Havana, for whereas in Havana 
the foci were few, here they existed tot 
the extent of more than a hundred when 
the marine hospital service took charge* 
Another important fact was that in Ha," 
vana a majority of the people were im- 
mune, while iii New Orleans they ar«i 
not, no general epidemic having occurred 
here for twenty-seven years. Dr. Ralph 
O. Marcour, formerly of the navy, start- 
ed today for Leeville, and the board will 
send additional nurses and doctors M 
soon as it can collect them. It is de- 
sired to prevent any exodus of the Lee- 
ville people to New Orleans to increase 
the infection here and for that reasoB 
the board is anxious to give all assist- 
ance possible to Dr. Devron. The ap- 
pearance of a number of casees at Lako 
Province has caused a revival of tha 
quarantines against that city.

GIRL TELLS THE STORY. 


In speaking of their experiences, J

the boat so that we might drift, an' 
before either of us noticed it one of the 
oars 
disappeared. Realizing onr dan- 


ger, John took the other oar and trk-i 
to scull back toward land. The lights on 
the beach didn't seem to be more than 
a mile away, and it was after midnight 
before 1 realized that we were drifting 
out. As soon ;is we knew our position 
we ceased our efforts to get to land and 
confined our energies to bailing out the 
boat, 
which 
was leaky, and keeping 


beaded toward the waves. 


"When the sun arose Monday mornin. 


we could still see hind on tbu horizon, 
but early in the forenoon it vanished. 
Not until then did I begin to understand 
our fearful danger, but somehow L nev- 
er 'lost my nerve' at any time. Neither 
did John. If he had broken down or 
had not borne me up with stories and 
inccssnnt chatting about subjects for- 
eign to the one nearest to us, 1 don't 
know but 1 should have collapsed. 


IGNORED BY STEAMERS. 


"Toward noon Monday we began to 


sight boats all around us. Many times 
\vc passed within what seemed to be a 
half mile of big steamers, and although 
John waved my skirt on tho end of the 
oar, none of the boats paid any atten- 
tion to us. All day, until it grew dark, 
we did nothing but bail out the dory 
with John's hat and my handkerchief. 
Neither of us thought of food, for we 
had been seasick during the night. 


"At nightfall we waited until we could 


sec the lights of a vessel and then we. 
burned pieces of my petticoat in the bow 
and at the end of the oar, but our bea- 
con lights were loo small, I guess. Then 
I bogun to feel the effects of the sun- 
burn, and my eyes swelled until I could 
hardly see. After that my head begun 
to ache, and while bathing my forehead 
with my handkerchief, John lost it in 
the ivnler. so onr meager .supply of bail- 
ing utensils was reduced to his straw 
hat. 


"During all those forty hours. I did 


not sleep more than t\vo hours 
alto- 


gether, but nevertheless we took turns 
trying to sleep, while one of us watched 
for vessels and burned our improvised 
signals. 


LAST HOURS THE WORST. 


"Today's forenoon was the worst of 


all. 
Boat after boat, 
launches, 
coal 


barges and tugs, passed us so near that 
we could see the men on board them, 
but none sighted us, or at least it seem- 
ed so. One vessel looked like a passen- 
ger boat and was headed north. 


"I tried to scream, but I could hardly 


make a sound, and John's shouts were 
woefully weak. 
1 could sec a m--in on 


the bridge, and 1 thought he looked at us 
through his glass. 


"I felt confident, however, we would 


be rescued. I supposed we were within 
ten miles of land all of the time, nnd 
that is why I continually hoped for and 
expected rescue from some pawning boat. 
What worried me most was the thought 
of my mother."

The war will be 
waged until the nests have been exter- 
minated, say some of the residents, for 
they have become a nuisance no longer 
bearable. 


INAUGURATES CAOTAIGX. 


Postmaster H. J. Smith, who resides at 


010 Main street, started the ball rolling 
late yesterday afternoon when with a 
shot pun he fired charge after charge up 
into the big trees in front of his home, 
driving the sparrows from their haunts. 
People down town upon 
hearing 
the 


shots and .seeing the clouds of 
smoke 


from the discharge floating out from the 
porch 
of 
tile postmaster's residence 


thought a. dire tragedy was being enact 
ed and in'alarm rushed np the street to 
the house, only to find that they had 
been needlessly frightened. 


Other residents on the street last even- 


ing emulated Mr. Smith's example and 
began war upon the birds, shooting off 
gims of nil kinds, throwing lighted fire- 
crackers up into the trees wBere they 
discharged, and firing off Roman candles 
and skyrockets. 'Twas really a brilliant- 
ly beautiful 
proteehnieal display and 


made one think that the Fourth of July 
had come again. 


KEKP UP CONTINUAL RACKET. 
While the Main street people are not 


particularly antagonistic to 
birds 
in 


their proper places they do object decid- 
edly to hundreds of them making their 
homes in the stately trees 
along 
the 


thoroughfare. 
The English sparrow is 


the chief nuisance and the chattering of 
a huge floek of these birds is, as one 
woman nptly expressed it. "enough 
to 


drive a person crazy." The birds, whe- 
ther fighting or playing keep up a con- 
tinuous racket during the night as well 
as in the day time and the residents have 
come to the conclusion that it's about 
time to abolish the nuisance. 


ARK BUG EXTERMINATORS. 


There are some people, however, who 


don't think the birds ought to be driven 
out and say that if they arc the trees 
along the street will be mined before 
long by bugs and various kinds of insects 
which n.re now eaten by the sparrows and 
other small birds as soon as they appear 
upon the trees. A few years ago a small 
white insect commenced to ravage the 
trees and the birds learning of the abund- 
ance of their favorite food here migrated 
to Racine in countless numbers, went 
after the bugs and soon exterminated 
them completely. The birds remained 
lore and their number has increased con- 
siderably so it's up to the residents to 
make up their minds to stand for the 
bird nuisance or take a chance on having 
their trees destroyed by the insects.

NEW CONSTITUTION 


DECLARED IMPERFECT 


Absolute Autocracy Remains With No 


Guarantee of Good Faith Except 


.Emperor's Word—New Dan- 


gers Pointed Oat. 


BOSTON", Mass., 'Aug. 22.—The Adver- 


tiser today prints an interview on the 
proposed Russian parliament with An- 
drew D. White, former 
ambassador to 


Russia. 


Mr. White is spending the summer at 


Gloucester. He said, in part: 


"While conceasiona made by the czar 


ore considerably short of hopes, they ap- 
pear to bo the beginning of what may 
p(ove a constitution suitable to the em- 
pire. I never believed in establishing a 
system of absolute, universal suffrage 
throughout the empire p-t the start. To 
do that in a. country where ignorance is 
the rule--with the peasantry would be 
fatal. The natural result would bo all 
sorts of wild proceedings which would 
soon lead to reaction, and closing of any 
executive body elected by such suffrage. 


IGNORANT OF HIS COUNTRY. 
"What ivould seem first to be needed 


in such an assembly is a body of men 
vrbo can-give information to the czar 
regarding'-his own country. Such infor 
mation ho lacks and cannot have under 
the system -which has been in vogue 
since ho came to the throne. He knows 
next to nothing of Russia, has had no 
proper education for his duties and has 
therefore been utterly dependent on the 
members of his family, 
courtiers and 


favorite advisers who happened to get 
access to his ear. There is no denying 
that the constitution foreshadowed in 
the reports which have come to us thus 
far is very imperfect. First of all, ab- 
solute autocracy remains. There is no 
guarantee for carrying out what there 
is of good in the system, save the czar's 
word, and that, it must be confessed, 
has not proved to be thus far a thing on 
which those who have received it can 
rely very firmly. 


SHUNS THE BEST MEN. 


"If he would stand by his best men, 


such, for example, as Mr. Witte, 
financial affrsirs, and Do Martens in in- 
ternational affairs, we might hope for 
very great improvement. Unfortunately 
there is no- certainty that the same in- 
fluence which has been so fatal to Bus- 
sia thus far in the keeping of these men 
in the background will not be equally 
powerful in the future. 


OUTLINES THE PERILS. 


"The great dangers in the 
proposed 


parliament are probably two. First, dis- 
scssions among liberal Russians them 
selves, arising from the feet -that there 
has never been any discussion of public 
questions cither through the press or 
through meetings. The result of this is 
that each thinking Russian develops his 
own ideas, with no opportunity to com- 
pare them with those of anybody else 
or to submit them to any proper discus- 
sion, andiso virtually believes they are 
divinely'inspired and abhors anyone vrbo 
takes a different view. 


"The other main danger is that the 


autocratic power may at any time, eith- 
er alarmed by such discussion or under 
pretext of danger of them, close 
tho 


whole proceedings and restore the olc 
order of things. 


Still, we may hope that these conces- 


sions recently made may at any rate, 
make it more difficult for the czar, tiie 
grand dukes and the court party in gen- 
eral to restore the old order, and may 
afford opportunities for bringing in 
constitution which shall give really more 
chance for the thinking men throughout 
the empire to take some part in public 
affairs."

Her temper- 
ature is way up to the danger point and 
she is much weaker. There are fears that 
the turning point Has come and for the 
worse. All along she has shown signs of 
improvement and it was expected she 
would eventually recover. 


The wonnds of McKune were dressed 


at the county jail this morning and he is 
rapidly improving. In his ease the dan- 
jer is considered past and that he will 
jet over it. He is able to walk around 
lis cell and the discoloration of the gun 
wounds are disappearing. 


MOVEMENTS SHOW WEAKNESS.

was notified at the jail that he was to

His movements indicated that he was 
weak and when he came into the court- 
room chewing gum he showed signs ol 
nervousness.

Occasionally his hand would 


wander up to his breast to the wounds, 
but except to bow to a few acquaint- 
ances ,hc showed no signs of interest. 


After the warrant was read, District 


Attorney Gittins said that he wanted an 
adjournment for one week, for the rea- 
son that Miss Nelson, whom McKuno 
shot, was still sick in the hospital and 
that her. condition was no better and 
that she might die; that in such an 
event the chnrgo would be a capital one. 


HELD IN $50,000 BAIL.

In regard to the .amount of bail he 


said that it should be $50,000, for in 
case of the death of the girl there would 
be no bail at all. Commissioner Went- 
worth asked McKune if he had anything 
to say about the bail and he answered, 
No, sir." 


Once when the district attorney said 


that Miss Nelson, might die, McKune 
was evidently affected, his handkerchief 
going to his eyes, and his body shook, 
but it,was only for a few moments. Af- 
ter the preliminaries were over he was 
taken back to jail.

DITTVILLER'S CONDITION.

the condition of George Dittviller, tele- 
graph operator, stubbed on the steamer 
Virginia, by George O'Hcarn teamster, is 
not any too well.

Marked Decline in Paris—Offic- 


ials Take Gloomy Yiew 


of Situation. 


PARIS, Aug. 22.—A feeling of deep 


solicitude prevails concerning the crisis 
at Portsmouth, which officials expect will 
continue for some days pending the last 
desperate effort to avert a rupture. The 
view in official quarters took a discour- 
aging turn apparently as the result of 
confidential advices through official Rus- 
sian sources. The Bourse today at first 
showed surprising buoyancy, Russian 
fours opening at an advance of 25 cen- 
times, but later discouraging advices 
from Portsmouth for the first time dis- 
pelled the optimistic feeling of the mar- 
ket and caused a general decline. Short- 
ly before the close, Russian and other 
securities were heavily offered and the 
closing was weak. This was in marked 
contrast to the steady sentiment of con- 
ference heretofore prevailing. Financiers 
continue hopeful that President Roose- 
velt will find a way to prevent a renewal 
of the war, but at the same time they 
say that a continuance of the war, will 
not seriously affect the market, owing to 
the fact that Russia has enough balance 
in Paris from the last loan to carry on 
operations for several months. 
Never- 


theless the uncertainties of the situation 
have produced a feeling of nervous ap- 
prehension throughout the official finan- 
cial and diplomatic quarters. It is offic- 
ially announced that the special cabinet 
council to be held Thursday will be con- 
fined to tlie opinions concerning Morocco 
and the fixing of the date for the reas- 
sembling of parliament. The omission of 
nny reference to the peace negotiations 
is ominous of a growing disposition to 
hold aloof from profitless intervention. 


The prevailing view among officials is 


that President Roosevelt, having initiat- 
ed the movement, should cope with the 
difficulties without outside interference. 


French journalists at Portsmouth con- 


tinue to qtfote, M. Witte and other mem- 
bers of the.Russian mission as declaring 
that a, rupture is inevitable.

their priceless services in the. Jinies in 
whieh they lived. 


Modern conditions are very much dif- 


ferent. The nation now is niion the pe- 
destal of completed statecraft t h a t but 
eall~ for tho fitting in of stones, so to 
speak (itlhig in. as the country eon- 
fronts new tinancial problem'-, changing 
tariff conditions, and 
conditions 
ever 


changing as fo our 
foreign 
relations. 


Kven our political system has changed 
and very materially so.

by the statesmen of today. 
The issues 


dividing the sections are absent, because 
forever determined and in the discus- 
sion and the treatment of the tariff, of 
the finance of our possessions, of our in- 
ternal matters as relates to trusts and 
to public service corporation? and meth- 
ods of conducting our elections and the 
treatment of public proposed lows, the 
treatment is radically different than in 
the. olden days. Tt is not oratory, it is 
keen dissection, intelligent handling and 
appeals to the reason of men not of their 
passions. 
Our political campaigns nlso 


have become radically altered. They are 
now largely educational campaigns and

ly the current ncv.-s of the 'lay as it is 
transmitted by ttie telegraphic associa- 
tions and occurs within their territory. 
1'ival parly meetings are reported and 
movements of party leaders with their 
doings tind saying- receive fair 
treat- 


ment. 


With any great: national issue there 


need be no doubt the men of the future 
or even of the present will arise to take 
such up patriotically 
and 
eloquently; 


With different conditions in which popu- 


lar appeals may again come to the front 
as an agent, the statesmen of the long 
past with all the passionate oratory will 
revive incarnated other men and 
the 


Senator Baileys and presidents of Vir- 
ginia universities will have ho need to 
ask where have the men of a vanished, 
but not forgotten past gone to. They 
will again live in their descendants as 
the country then best knew them when 
the needs of the country demand, though 
in some old features there will be no re- 
naissance. 


But in clear cut constructive states- 


manship, in the treatment of the public 
questions of the present day, in the ad 
ministration of our state governments 
and of our national government, of the 
management of state and of the infinite 
details of the general government, 
we 


can beyond doubt give points to the he- 
roes eloquent of the long1 past.

OI.'H GOVBRXillRVT NOTIFIES CHIXA 


It seems the Chinese boycott 
started 


against American products and institu- 
tions is assuming another character, that 
of a crusade against all tilings foreign 
and foreigner?. China has started a tiro 
that in the end will be sure to 
react 


against her in a terrible manner and the 
first beginning is the official notice sent 
by our own government to the Chinese 
government notifying China that we will 
hold it to a strict accountability as to 
the results. 
This official notice to be 


properly understood does not refer to 
any boycotting against our goods, that is 
the refusal of Chinese to buy American 
products, for that privilege attaches to 
nations as well as individuals, but the, 
Chinese have gone much further in their 
boycotting charges that are made, have 
infringed upon the rights of our citizens 
to sell goods in China. Thus the refusal 
of Chinese to permit the use of lighters 
that cargoes be unloaded in the ports of 
China to Americans is regarded by our 
government as a direct violation of the 
treaty of Tien Tsin which was entered 
into in the year 1S5R. 


Our officials report China has 
been 


very inert during the proceedings so far 
and at Shanghai nothing lias been done 
to counteract the boyeoUors, nnd if the 
belief is entertained this boycott i.s fav- 
ored by tho Chinese government, such be- 
lief would not be at all unnatural. If the 
Chinese, government had frowned down 
upon the boyeottcrs at the start it could 
never have attained the momentum it 
has, and the very least it could have done 
or may do now, is to see that all treaty 
obligations are enforced, which means no 
obstacles may be opposed to our citizens 
entering harbors and unloading cargoes, 
tt is seriou.-Iy apprehended the protest- 
ing of many of our importers and boards 
of trade, that the exclusion laws bo. modi- 
fied, is only the positive encouragement 
of (lie boycotters. who .seeing our timid- 
ity and demands or calls to undo the 
present exclusion Jaws, will, and arc de- 
manding more and more. 


If our boards of trade keep in with 


their resolutions and the textile people 
of the east their shont.ing. congress may 
find itself confronted by these demands 
calling for the revocation of the exclus- 
ion act, but it may bo positively assur- 
ed the voice of labor will be heard in 
the most strenuous protest a* already 
evidenced by strong resolutions, protest- 
ing iignin.it any letting down of the bars. 
Tt is an off year this year of IflOti and 
what congress may do in the coming ses- 
sion will have a marked effect upon the, 
vote of any political party officially mak- 
ing any record as to remitting Chinese, 
exclusion. Labor does not protest at all 
against the admission of the present fav- 
orod classes as provided for by treaty, 
nor does such protest against any rea- 
sonable methods of treating these mer- 
chants, artists and the like, so as 
to 


avoid any unfair or brutal methods, but 
it does object to so letting down 
the 


bars that will make the road easy for 
violations of tbo exclusion law. 


THK UTCIITS OP JURIES. 


A Minnesota court having decided a 


refrigerator company has a 
right to 


charge as minded for service on a car of 
fruit, tho owner of which had sued for 
an alleged overcharge, may be one more 
argument why congress should not take 
up this matter of private car line.s or 
inside corporations of 
railroads. The 


suit was brought in n federal court and 
at the conclusion of the testimony the 
judge ordered the jury to bring in a 
verdict against tho plaintiff.h 
This, in 


fact, is the clinching of another argu- 
ment why tho jury system docs not al- 
ways perform its asserted object. 
If 


judges may interfere legally, as is evi- 
dently the case, and instruct juries as to 
their verdict, it must be plain there is 
no necessity or use for juries. 


Very likely in (his particular case the 


jury may have been convinced of the 
merits of tho ease of the plnintiff, but 
somewhere may have been a legal tech- 
nicality through which the judge inter- 
vened and saved the defendants; but 
then, again, this being so, where does 
the jury come in? [f, theti, the jury may 
be overruled, that is, divested of 
its 


iresumed ottiee, what better thing would 
.my important corporation want than a 
jury to try the ease? If technicalities 
and court rulings intervene to divert jus- 
tice, as is shown in the case at times 
in criminal and civil cases, it is full time 
our law. codes were .reformed materially. 


It is the truth, the facts only desired in 
any trial, and trials on law points and 
technicalities only serve injustice aud 
wrong.

A COSXECTICDT CORRUPT PUAC- 


TICIS ACT. 


Connecticut, it appears, has a new cor- 


rupt practice law that, while undoubted- 
ly tending for purity in elections, yet 
when one fairly considers the require- 
ments of the law, it will he regarded by 
such as extending to the domains of in- 
terfering with unquestioned 
rights of 


both voters and candidates. This thing 
of securing purity, of prohibiting certain 
things in campaigns ami pro-campaigns, 
may 
eventually 
be carried on to tha 


point that the elections will be the ver- 
iest matter of form. 
There will be no 


need of elections as this term is under- 
stood, and governors of states may just 
as well appoint every county and mu- 
nicipal ollicer. and. as a fact, this is nosv 
largely the case in more than one south- 
ern state. 


This Connecticut law, as analyzed in 


an exchange, is as follows: 


"Candidates art; prohibited from using 


money except, through properly orgau- 
ixed committees. The duties and func- 
tions of these committees are strictly 
limited and carefully prescribed. .. These 
committees, moreover, must tile itemized 
statements of their expenditures. Ih'ib- 
ery in every form is prohibited tinder se- 
vere penalties, and among the many acts 
constituting bribery are. 'treating' and 
the payment of transportation and hotel 
bills incurred by attendance at prima- 
ries or conventions." 


It is fair to say this measure is gra- 


ciously received all around and is being 
endorsed. But, really pure polities can 
never come tinf.il it i.s perfectly possible 
for any citizen to become a candidate 
without any more formality than per- 
haps registering his intentions with the 
county judge, and entirely possible for 
any number in a community or political 
area to call out any candidate or candi- 
dates so minded, registering such names 
if they accept. 


The more the hiw surrounds this can- 


didate feature with 
hindrances, 
with 


drag nets afid preposterous 
committee 


requirements, the less in fact are com- 
munities securing the full blessings of 
the, federal constitution and the immor- 
tal principles guaranteed to them by the 
fathers of the republic. If our political 
conventions are to be done away with, 
then let the law do as stated above and 
make it entirely easy nnd feasible for 
any citix.cn to be a candidate for 
any 


ollice, or equally for others to call on 
such mime or names as they desire to 
represent them.

PURGING THE LISTS. 


Philadelphia proposes to purge itself 


of the imputed crime of ballot box stuf- 
fing and stuffing of registry lists. Mayor 
Weaver as one, of the items of his clean- 
ing out, has ordered a strict examination 
of all the voting lists to be made by city 
officials. There are four departments it 
seems the mayor controls and it is these 
four bureaus charged with 
conducting 


the researches. The voting lists are now 
being thoroughly examined by the police, 
a committee of citizens, and the agency 
set to work by the mayor. There are 
grave suspicions by many good citizens 
that the present assumed agencies which 
are supposed to insure purity in the vote, 
in fact, are the most effective agents for 
rascality, because for the very conceal- 
ment of the means employed. Registry 
lists in the cities should be what they are 
not always now, a guarantee of honest 
elections. 


CHICAGO CHIME STATISTICS. 


In reviewing the statistics of murder 


and crime by a grand jury at Chicago, 
all that could be done in the way of em- 
phasizing their 
opinions was 
the de- 


manding of forceful remedial action by 
the police authorities. The record since 
the first of the year embraces sixty-five, 
murder cases, one hundred and thirty- 
one assaults, one hundred and eighty- 
two burglaries and 
two 
hundred and 


seventj'-four hold-ups. 
The number of 


reported eases of minor crimes and mis- 
demeanors are not given. These figures 
are up to the last days of -Inly. It is 
needless to say that the number of con- 
victions and arrests bear a frightfully 
disproportionate number to the reported 
cases. 


REIHOVE THE COXVICTED, 


The convictions of federal officials as 


senators and congressmen for wrongful 
acts should be the signal at once for their 
removal from public office. Their office is 
ho palliation for criminal acts nor should 
such be the slightest source of refuge. 
But such arp the wonderful resources of 
our laws, the adaptability which they 
lend themselves both to prosecution and 
loopholes for accused criminals, or con- 
victed criminals, that there is really but 
little danger any of the land fraud ras- 
cals meeting with their just deserts. The 
only danger is that these men released 
finally through, as said, the wonderful re- 
sources of the law, mny resume their 
scats at Washington. 


President Roosevelt's fears are con- 


firmed. The federal statistics show thilt 
there hns been a steady decrease in the 
birth rate since 1800. Wisconsin can 
proudly say that she has not been dere- 
lict in this matter, as the Badger state 
is one of the very few in which the pro- 
portion of children to the tutal white 
population in 1000 was not below the 
average for the country.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The week- 


ly summary of crop conditions issued bj 
the weather bureau is as follows: Dur- 
ing the week ending Aug. 21, central an«' 
western Texas experienced unusual heat) 
while unseasonably cool weather 
prer 


vailed in Xew England and the northeri 
portion of the middle Atlantic states 
Elsewhere the temperature was faTOr 
able. The rainfall was excessive aa( 
injurious in the Dakotew and MinnssoU 
and also in parts of the lake region 
south Atlantic and cer..tral gulf statei 
and in Florida. 


Tlie previously reported excellent eon* 


dition 
of corn continues generallj 


throughout the principal corn producing 
states and also the Atlantic coast and 
eastern gulf 
districts. Wind gtonni 


blew down considerable corn in Jfebras- 
ka, Missouri, Arkansas and Ohio. 
In 


some counties in Kansas and generally 
throughout Texas tlie crop is in need ol 
aiu. 
The harvesting, stacking and thregh- 


ing of spring wheat on lowlands in th« 
northern part of the spring wheat re- 
gion where fhe grain is fully ripe, wert 
interrupted during the fore part of tlia 
week, the fields being too wet for the 
reapers. Local storms in North Dakota 
and northeastern South Dakota caused 
the lodging of considerable grain. Satis- 
factory 
yields are generally indicated 


over the southern portion. Complaints 
of shrunken grain are 
general 
from 


Washington and western Oregon. 


There is no improvement in the gen- 


eral outlook for r-pples, nearly all re- 
ports showing an inferior crop. 


Much complaint of blight and rot in 


potatoes is received from the lake region 
and the northern of .he middle Atlantic 
states, but the reports from the Mis- 
souri and central Mississippi valleys are 
more favorable. 


Plowing for fall seeding is unusually 


well advanced, the soil being in excellent 
condition in nearly all districts east ot 
the Rocky mountains.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 24.—The 


following authoritative 
statement has 


been made explaining the Russian posi- 
tion with regard to the latest stage of 
the peace negotiations. 


"Statements have appeared in promi- 


nent American and English papers which 
while eloquent, studiously moderate and 
well intentionecl, are unhappily calcula-. 
ted to mislead the world as to the pros- 
pects of peace and the general character 
of Japan's so-called new proposal with 
which it is contended Eussia can close 
without loss of dignity. The regrettable 
mistake into which the representatives 
of those jonrnalt) have undoubtedly fall- 
en is obviously the result of misleading 


and of her historic traditions, will not 
and can not consent to pay a war in- 
demnity by whatsoever name it may be 
called, nor con she, nor indeed the world 
at large, regard Japan's proposal as a 
proof of a genuine desire for peace. 


SAYS RUSSIA WAS LIBERAL. 


"Japan, having obtained all that she 


needed and longed for as a nation, now 
narrows down the issue to a question of 
dollars and cents, yet refuses for peace's 
sake to waive her demands. Russia, on 
the contrary, has conceded freely and 
fully everything she could give consist- 
ently with her sense of national honor 
and dignity. Hence, what to Japan is 
but a matter of money is to Russia a 
po'int of honor. To withdraw the cash 
claim is therefore immeasurably easier 
to Japan than it would be for Russia 
to allow it. Russia has suffered reverses 
owing to her own- lack of organization, 
her unpreparedness and her internal dis- 
orders, but she is still a. mighty and un- 
conquoi-cd nation, whose.people will en- 
thusiastically uphold their 
representa- 


tives in their firm resolve to keep the 
national escutcheon immaculate. What- 
ever also may be affirmed or denied of 
them, that is true. They alone are the 
judges of what can and can not be done 
in Russia's name.
